This Invention relates to the preparation of various beverages having milk as 
their basis, which may be classified as follows :— 

1, Milk beer (which may be of single or double strength), 

2. Spirit or alcohol of milk. 

3. Liqueur of milk, 

In order to prepare milk beer it is proposed to substitute milk from which the 
caseine has been previously separated for the water usually employed for the infusion 
or boiling of the malt. 

When it is desired to produce beer of double strength, the whey employed is 
concentrated, that is to say, reduced by evaporation to say about one-half of its 
original volume, 

Spirit or alcohol of milk is obtained by first evaporating the milk to say one- 
quarter of its original volume, and then submitting it to lacto-aleoholic fermentation 

-and distilling it in order to collect the aleohol formed, 

— The liqueur of milk is prepared with alcohol obtained by the fermentation of the 
milk, and it is edulcorated or sweetened with sugar of mill or lactine converted into 
galactine and dissoived in the whey.

Sugars and perfumes of any suitable description may.also be employed tn. the 
manufacture of this liqueur as may be found desirable. 

It is obvious also that any description of milk may be employed in the manw- 

“facture of all or any of the beverages herein-beforé described. : 

Having now described and particularly ascertained the nature of the said In- 
vention, and the manner in which the same is or may be used or carried into effect, 
I would observe in conclusion that what I consider to be novel and original, and 
therefore claim as the Invention secured to me by the herein-before in part recited 
Letters Patent is, the production of beverages having milk as their basis, substan- 
tially as herein-before described.
